Miss Bender's search for the 
“ rare books” was touched off last 
w eek when school board mem­ 
bers were notified of a codicil in 
the Schoonover will which stated 
th a t the school library must have 
te n copies of “Ten Nights in a 
B arroom ” on hand at all times 
for the use of its students. 


Specifically, Schoonover staled 
th a t the ten copies should be 
bought “as the first purchase 
from the Susan House Schoonov­ 
er this grandm other! fund”. 
The Stroudsburg School board 
received its first paym ent from 
the trust fund at last Thursday 
night’s meeting a check for $2,- 
422.56 from the F irst Strouds­ 
burg National Bank, trustees of 
the estate. 
School board mem bers imme­ 
diately authorized the purchase 
of the ten copies of Timothy 
Shay Arthur’s ancient (19th cen­ 
tury) temperance classic. 


This, it developed, was easier 
said than done. 


The volume has been out of 
print since 1909. Most public lib­ 
raries and private homes have 
discarded their copies in favor 
of "The Lost Weekend” or “The 
Story of Mrs. Murphy", psycholo­ 
gical treatm ents of the alcoholic 
problem.

ame b lo w en later got a $35,000 re­ 
fund from the Treasury for “overpaym ent*’ of taxes 
a re­ 
fund which w as paid the com pany m onths after it presum ­ 
ably had been liquidated. 


In this ease, according to the senator’s ch a in es, the 
Treasury simply waived the law. 
(iovernm ent law yers can 
produce a maze o f interpretations, procedures, p olicies and 
explanations to ju stify the waiver. 


Hut there is no way to w aive the morality of th is kind 
of business. 


There is no way to tw ist the public interest into private 
gain -on a moral basis.
